Official prohouncement trom gov- 
ernment sources and bitter rejoinders 
from the railway executives, coupled 
with the attitude of the preas, which 
largely is with the government. has 
surrounded the strike with a decid- 
ediy political atmosphere.

The Lake Gretna carried a full 
general cargo of American goods 
ranging from automobiles to pins 
and American jazz music. It is the 
first American cargo ever landed in 
Ireland that did not first pass 
through the hands of the British 
commission merchants in Liverpvol 
or Southampton and then undergo 
reshipment in British vessels across 
the Irish Sea. 

MAKES A SAVING. 

Elimination of the commission 

for handling and the addi- 
tional sea freight constitute a saving 
which Irish merchants and con- 
sumers consider of sufficient im- 
portance to celebrate. The esta)- 
lishment of this direct economical 
trade route is looked upon by the 
Irish as a deliverance from the 
commercial dominance of England. 

The deliverance is not complete, 
however. At the Dublin docks 
British custome officers were present 
in the name of English automobile 
manufacturers and assessed a tax of 
33 1-3 per cent. on each American 
automobile unloaded.

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IHE FATE OF BABYLON. 


P from the it is a far way to go for a lesson—back to Babylon that perished 


from the face of the earth thousands of years ago. And yet, the farther 
back one goes for a lesson, sometimes, the more one will learn. 


And, Los Angeles may well go back to Babylon. And every sister city 
of Los Angeles, between the mountains and the sea, may well go back to 
Babylon. For, even as Babylon has fallen, so also may we fall. 

No doubt many will laugh as they read these lines, now, at only the be- 
ginning of what is to be said. They will be those who will conclude, with- 
out waiting to hear, that we have set out to preach a sermon. But. it is not 
our intention to preach a sermon. It is not even our desire to rehearse the 
evil and the immorality wrought in Babylon. 0 

We merely desire to point out that Babylon failed to look to its physical 
safety, and that, as a consequence, something hap to it—though it is 
not just clear what it was—which put a hush upon its „ and the silence 
of death upon its domes and towers. 

It was once, by far, the greatest city in the world. As a matter of fact 
there was no city before its time to equal it, nor has there been a city since 
that can be honestly said to rival it. It was five times larger in area than 
London is now, and its buildings surpassed the buildings of Paris in archi- 
tectural beauty. It had more skyscrapers than New York has today. 

No doubt if some one in Babylon 3000 years ago had said that the 
time would come when the only way to find it would be to bore holes in 
the sand and scoop it out of the century-caked mud with steam shovels, the 
Babylonians would have laughed till their sides ached at so crazy a statement. 

And, no doubt also, if anyone were to say that the time might easily 
come when Los Angeles would be buried with 10,000 yesterdays, as Babylon 
is buried now, the statement would be greeted with the same jeers. 

Well, let us see. We know that Babylon is no more. But, what could 
possibly happen to Los Angeles and its sister cities to draw down upon them 
the fate of Babylon?

T IS A very difficult matter to make a city man understand some things, 
and the most difficult thing of all is to make him understand that his city 
is wholly dependent upon the country for its existence. 

It is true that William J. Bryan didn't say many things worth remem- 
bering, but he did say one thing that must never be forgotten, and it was this: 
“If your cities are destroyed and you leave us our farms we can build your 
cities in a day, but if you destroy our farms the grass will grow in the streets 
of your cities.” 

But neither Bryan nor anyone else has gone far enough. There is a 
bigger thing than that which we must learn, and it is that if the mountains 
back of Los Angeles and her sister cities continue to be denuded by the hand 
of man and the still more devastating tongue of fire, why, both our cities 
and our farms will perish.

But it remained for Mr. McAdoo, former 
Director of the Railroads and Secretary of 
the Treasury, to explain at a business 
men’s luncheon here last week the finan- 
cial and economic necessity for an early 
ratification of the peace tresiy. Mr. 
McAdoo said that the financial problems

Maternity Cottage Seeks Their Aid to 
Build Baby Hospital. 


That construction will be started 
soon on the first unit of a maternity 
hospital, to cost approximately $15,- 
000 and to be erected on the lot 
adjoining Maternity Cottage, 127 
South Utah street, was the infor- 
mation given out yesterday by Mrs. 
William Baurhyte, president of the 
executive board of Maternity Cot- 
tage, who is now engaged in an et- 
fort to have the mothers of Los 
Angeles contribute toward the 
building and equipment of the new 


structure. The executive board had 

long realized the need for an ex- 

— to Maternity Cottage, a place 

to which expectant mothers, unable 

to pay for proper treatment, may 
cared for.

According to a statement fecent- 
ly issued by the State Board of 
Charities and Corrections, there are 
now in California thirteen rescue 
homes for unfortunate giris, but 
there is not a hospital in the State. 
excepting Maternity Cottage, that 
holds its doors open to 
women who are in need of aasist- 
ance. 
Maternity Cottage had its incep- 
tion in 1907, the work having been 
organized by Mr. Baurhyte at a 
meeting held at the First Unitarian 
Church. The cottage first occupied 
& small lot, at 156 North Rio street. 
having only three rooms. In 1909 the 
cottage Was removed to its present 
location and since that time it has 
been possible to care for ten 
patients. It is now proposed to 
build, on the same lot, a sixteen- 
room, one-story, fire-proof hospital 
to be constructed of hollow tile. giv- 
ing the entire cottage a capacity of 
twenty-six patients. The trustees of 
the cottage already in posses- 
sion of the t., 100x160 feet, al- 
though there is still an indebtedness 
of about $700 on the property. 

Twenty years ago a patient who 
had been treated by the home- 
opathic doctors, left a legacy of 
$6000 as a nucleus of a fund to- 
ward the erection of a homeopathic 
hospital.

The 
work of the whole world in the fu- 
ture depends upon the bables that 
are being born now. not upon a few 
of them, but upon all of them, and 
it ie therefore wise and our duty to 
give them a good start. Wives 
from all ranks of life come to the 
cottage. and ther all receive the 
same attention. 

“Every effort is made to elimi- 
note the idea of dispensing charity. 
The cottage aims to help these fam- 
les over a place in their 
lives and expects them to pay what- 
ever they can afford. If they can 
pa} nothing or only a smal! amount 
at the time, it is hoped that they 
will remember the cottage later.

MILLION SLAIN. 


One million lives wag the cost of 
the Battle of Verdun, contributed 
fifty-fifty by France and Germany. 
The French army, drawing the at- 
tacks February to May. met the 
deluge of hell's fire with their 
naked breasts, pitted against the 
monster Krupp guns, Berthas send- 
ing marmites, plowing down into 
the bowels of the earth and fre- 
quentiy burying under the decom- 
bres an entire company of heroic 
defenders. Col. Sarrot tells me that 
many hundreds sank slowly to their 
death buried in the quagmire of 
soft mud formed by the shell holes 
and in the very sight of their com- 
panions, helpless to assist them.

The 
barbed wire entanglements were in 
parallel lines three feet apart, 
thirty to fortvw feet deep in every 
direction. Thus can be imagined 
both the cost of attack and de- 
fense. 

Along the roads, one inhales 
mountains of dust. It is the very 
bone dust of 1,000,000 cadavers 
which, for many months, remained 
unburied along the hills and valleys. 
And for what all this slaughter, this 
misery, this desolation of so many 
homes, the creation of @® many wid- 
ows and orphans? 

Gen. Valentin, the military gov- 
ernor of Verdun during the entire 
period, assures me that Verdun was 
in no way necessary for the defens* 
of France. On the contrary, it was 
lying “en lair” in a dangerously- 
position, subject to sur- 
rounding and isolation. This was 
the object of the German attack. 
The French evacuation of Verdun 
would have simplified the problem 
and enabled the high command to 
economize several hundred thou- 
sand men, but the Kaiser had an- 
nounced in his numerous pronounce- 
mente that Verdun was the heart 
of France and his attacking same 
meant the crushing of his enemy 
and complete victory. It was for 
this season that the French armies 
determined to prevent the moral 
effect caused by evacuation and de- 
feat at Verdun. Half a million of 
the flower of the manhood of 
France fell on the field of honor 
in the supreme sacrifice. Strate- 
gically, Verdun was unnecessary, 
but the heavy cost of lives to the 
Germans exhausted their reserves 
and inflicted a moral defeat from 
which they never recovered. 

NO HOTELS. 


There are at this time practically 
no hotels in Verdun. I lived for. 
three days the guest of Gen. Valen- 
tin. in the citadel’s subterranean pas- 
sages, where. on the “Golden Book,” 
1! saw registered the names of the 
most prominent notabilities of Eu- 
rope, Asia, Africa and America— 
guests at different times. One in- 
scription is worth recording‘ 

“In February, while in Berlin, the 
Crown Prince of Germany sent me 
word that I could visit his head- 
quarters and see the German front, 
but if we waited till March the ist 
his headquarters would be in Ver- 
dun itself. 1 did not wait, and now 
rejoice, as an American and ally of 
courageous France, to be here to- 
day as the guest of the gallant de- 
fender of France.

Red Cross or voluntary organizations 
would be to provide a few Ford 
cars to enable the wives, mothers 
and sisters of the dead, who climb 
so painfully over these various Ver- 
dun hills in quest of their tombs, 
to reach their destination comfort- 
ably. I saw delicate women load- 
ed with bags of victuals, camp stools 
and blankets. They camp out 
sometimes two or three nights in 
the open in the never-ending effort 
to locate the dead. The comman- 
dant suggosted that such American 
generosity would confer many a 
blessing on these devoted relicts of 
the immortal defenders of Verdun. 

Among the armories and trophies 
of the citadel I noticed the following 
legends inserted: 

„Verdun—Valeur et Disciplins.“ 
and, on a large star, Honneur et 
Patrie.” These two lines spell “the 
victory of Verdun.“ 

The mentality of the French 
Polly is revealed in this modest in- 
scription which I saw in one of the 
posts: “When you speak of women, 
fhink of your mother, your sister, 
your wife, your flancee; eliminate 
all actions otherwise than sublime.” 

In an outpost near another ceme- 
tery. where many Germans lie bu- 
ried, I saw: “With assassins, incen- 
Giaries and thieves, one does not 
discuss matters; one judges.” 

The judgment is attested by the 
hecateumb of German dead. 


FIELD FOR AMERICANS. 


American enterprise has an im- 
menge field here. With the advent 
of spring and with passports avail- 
Able, hundreds of thousands of 
Americans, British and people of 
Allied nations will make pilgrimages 
te this memorable city. There is 
no accommodation. Hotels great 
and small are wanted. There are 
two automobiles at Verdun to ac- 
commodate tourists now. Hundreds 
would thrive at remunerative prices.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.-—‘“On with 
the dance, but joy must be re- 
fined,” is the slogan which is now 
being carefully observed through- 
out New York. The shimmy is go- 
ing, it not gone, and jan is per- 
mitted to hold forth only during 
good behavior. All the syncopation 
was removed from the waltz at the 
beginning of the season, and the 
old familiar Strauss airs are now in 
high favor. 

Yet, in spite of all these reforms, 
dancing is now more popular than 
it has been since 1914. Propriety, 
instead of killing it, has strength- 
ened its position in society, and by 
making the cabaret safe for the 
debutante, the cabaret-owners have 
succeeded in regaining a large per- 
centage of what they have lost on 
account of prohibition. Everybody 
is preparing for a big dancing sea- 
son. The studios of the dancing 
masters are crowded with fluttering 
ladies and flustered men, the New 
York hotels are remodeling and en- 
larging their dance spaces, and the 
tailors and retailers of evening 
clothes, are, as one admits himeelf, 
getting cranky they have 
so much business 

One of the largest hotels here an- 
bounce that, with only a few ex-

booked for private and club dances 
for every evening of the entire Sea 
son.

In the fifteenth century France, 
in its struggle against feudalism, dis- 
puted to John of Burgundy the pos- 
seasion of Cambrai. Louis XI oc- 
cupied the city in 1474, but his troops 
were driven out by the Burgundians 
a few years later. In 1608 the 
King of France, the Pope, the King 
of Spain and the Emperor of Aus- 
tria organized the famous League of 
Cambrai against 

Thereupon the county was raised by 
Emperor Maximilian to a duchy 
and the bishop became one of the 
princes of the Holy Empire. From 
this period dates, in all probability, 
the coat-of-arms of the city of Cam- 
brai, the double-headed black eagle, 
with its wings spread, on a gold 
background, carrying in the center a 
golden escutcheon with three biue 
lions, the whole surmounted by the 
Episcopal cross the count’s 


crown. 
In 1543 Cambrai passed under the 
Spanish yoke and Charles V forced 
the inhabitants to construct, at their 
own expense, a citadel on Mt. 8. 
Gery, after destroying the church 
together with 800 surrounding 
houses, which occupied the present 
esplanade and the public gardens. 
Thus he completed the system of 
defenses of the city, which had al- 
ready been fortified in the course of 
the Middle Ages by an important 
belt of bulwarks and trenches. At 
the north the stronghold of the 
Castle of Selles had been erected. 
Constructed of sandstone, it had its 
in the time of the Romans. 
Although modified bv recent disman- 
tlement. the stronghold still main- 
tains an in historical 
acter. 
With ite walle bathed by the 
and surmounted by five 
strong towers, it contains vast cham- 
bers and vaulted corridors, which 
have served as a prison. It has late- 
ly been used as a military hospital. 
The fortress of 
layed an important part e 
— of the ware and constantly 
been the scene of the hottest and 
most ferocious contentions and 
strugsies. It did not definitely de- 
come a part of France till after the 
siege carried on under the command 
ot lace XIV. and was captured on 
the Sth of April, 1677, after nine 
days of desperate fighting in the 
trenches. In 1678 Cambrai was in- 
corporated in the kingdom of 
France by the treaty of Nimeguen. 
Marlborough. gt came near 
the city in . 
ne French —— — 
Cambrai had nothing to suffer from 
the enemies of France. The city 
was besieged in 1798 by the Aus- 
triane, but held out against them. 
The Reign of Terror, however, was 
cruelly represented by Joseph Le- 
bon, whose tyranny sowed within the 
city nothing but ruin and murder. 
The revolutionists destroyed 
wonderful cathedral constructed in 
the period from 1150 to 1672. a mas- 
terpiece of Gothic art, the steeple of 
which, all in stone and transparent, 
remained in its place till the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth century, 
when it was demolished by a hurri- 
cane. Its site is the Fenelon 
Square.

When a man is dissatisfied with 
his job and wishes to quit, it is hls 
privilege to do so. That is just what 
the union men do—dquit. But they 
call it by another name—strike. 
What difference does it make what 
name they call it, in essence, it simp- 
ly meanse—quit, They willfully va- 
cate their jobs. Yet they call scabs 
and wish to shoot the men who take 
the jobs that they would not have. 


The jobs are surely not bad or else 


it would be very difficult to find men 


a thorough and needed ecrubting. | 
What do I know about unions? I 
knew ft from three points of view. 
I have been on the inside “looking | 
out,” and on the outside “looking 
in,” and now Il am an employer of 
labor. 
I was put out of the union. That 
is. I was fined $10, which ts equiv- 
alent to saving that I was put out. 
I ** fined $10 for contempt (as 
though one could be in contempt of 
such a thing) because I let a set 
of pretext charges go by default. 
The true motive for the charges was 
of a-vastly different nature from the 
charges themselves. 

THE WORD, “SCAB.” 
There was an effort to make our 
town “closed shop.” I was a union 
foreman and was at that time em- 
ployirg twenty-two men. twenty-one 
of were “fullfiedged” and one 
ten months in arrears with his dues. 
This fact I rned upon a visit of 
the b winess ent (known as walk- 
Ing delegate.) The business agent 
and myself went before the mar and 
I eeked him about the matter. He 
readily admitted his arrearage and 
gave as an excuse that his wife 
was sick and that he needed hie 
money to take cere of incurred do- 
mestic obligations. But, as readily 
as he had admitted his arrearage, 
he consented to my taking from his 
pay an amount each week sufficient 
to “put him etraight” by the end 
of four weeks. That closed the in- 
terv'ew. The delegate and myself 
walked back down stairs where he 
turned to me and said, “Ah, fire 
I quickly turned 
away and went upetaire to that man 
and said, “T shall take nothing from 
your pay.” 
The point now comes where the 
motive for the charges was furnished. 
The next morning a man came on 
the job with a kit of tools and a 
ecard from the business agent. He 
handed me the card, which read: 
“Fire that dirty scab and put a good 
man to work.” I handed the card 
back to the man and told him to 
take it back to the business agent 
and tell him for me to go straight 
to hell. I was shortly served with 
a hatched up set of charges which 
I graciously ignored. Since then I 
have been on the outside, looking 
in, and I am going te stay there. 
Of course, I was unduly ineub- 
ordinate for having a m of my 
own. I should have dohe as the 
other union men did, and are stin 
doing. let the agent do my 
thinking for me. Unfortunately, 
perhaps; for me, I am not a crowd- 


man. 
I have knowledge of many other

IN GERMANY, Aug. The 
Wuerttemburg government recently 
reorganized all the so-called reserve 
Sicherheit companies as home 


guards and the War Ministry has 
turned them over to the Minister of 
the Interior. According to informa- 
tion in the hands of American army 
officers, this is in accordance with 
Noske’s plan to demilifrize all home 
guards units so that the Allies will 
not dissolve these units under the 
terms ot the peace treaty. 

Barly this year many Sicherheits 
companies were organized in Wuert- 
temburg from remnants of old army 
units and have since been trans- 
ferred into the Reichswehr new 
army. Later many reserve com- 
panies were organized on lines dif- 
ferent from elsewhere in Germany 
but on the same principal as the 
home guards or Einwohnerwehr.

Follow German Schemes of 
Asserting Sway. 
(SOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—JIt is not 
Germany with ite reported emigra- 
tion of 6,000,000 people from the 
Fatherland to points in Latin Amer- 
joa that is causing the people of that 
vast and practically undeveloped 
territory to stop, look and listen. It 
is not any other European power 
that possibly may be interested in 
furthering its own ambitions—polit- 
ical or commercial—in the land of 
plenty that is throwing the scares 
into the inhabitants of that conti- 
nent. As a matter of fact, a great 
number of Latin Americans wel- 
come the Germans as a desirable 
element in the community as long 
as they remain peaceful and law 
abiding, and keep their militaristic 


pretensiong in their trunks where 
they may do no harm. As far as 
South America is concerned the 
peaceful German is a good German. 
There are today in South America 
large colonies of natives from the 
Rhine country, who have developed 
industry and greatiy enriched the 
country. It ie no wonder, therefore, 
that South America openly welcomes 
thin element with open arma. 
JAPANESE ELEMENT. 

However, there is another ele- 
ment from another section of the 
giobe that is causing the Latin 
Americans to pause and consider. 
This is the Japanese element, and 
South America fears it. The people 
living on the west coast of the con- 
tinent wonder what the future will 
bring as they see hundreds upon 
hundreds of Japanese landing in 
countries in that region to make 
their future homes. The Japanese, 
prociaim leading Latin American 
observers, are the real menace to the 
southern continent. They point out 
a possible danger that there may be 
a preponderance of Japanese in the 
population in the years to come. 
There is a possible danger that the 
Japanese may become a dominant 
element in the community just as 
the Germans have succeeded in be- 
coming in certain parts of the con- 
tinent. There is a possible danger 
that a Japanese sphere of influence 
may some day assert itself to the 
disadvantage of other friendly na- 
tions. 


These, of course, are only the ob- 
servations of Latin Americans who 
follow the course of events in their 
respective countries closely. How- 
ever, these observations are mot the 
invention of an imaginative brain 
nor the wild-eyed dreams of flag 
wavers or jingoistsa. There ise a basis 
for these assertions. Here they are: 

The Japanese probably more than 
any other nation with the exception 
of the Germans have been studying 
the choice fields of South America 
with method. They are anxious to 
relieve the load of 60,000,000 people 
on their little island. To do this 
they must seek new land. They 
have picked on South America as a 
very favorable spot. They have 
found regions peculiarly similar in 
point of climate and other respects 
to the land at home. The Japanese 
are coffee growers and sugar farm- 
ers, They have found land in Peru 
where they can pursue these voca- 
tions. 


The Japanese have sent secret 
agents to Latin America whose 
functions were to study and investi- 
gate, and to sound the people of the 
various countries on the subject of 
extensive Japanese immigration. 
Also, they have sent out trade com- 


As- | missioners, experts in all lines, to 


make reports on business conditions 
and on the activities of competitor 
nations, 

RESULTS OF ACTIVITIES. 

The results of these Japanese ac- 
tivities have been: 

The establishment of banks and 
commercial branches In nearly ev- 
ery principal city of Latin America. 

The building of a merchant ma- 
rine subsidized by the Japanese gov- 
ernment for commerce between 
Japan and South America. 

An increase in the intermarriage 
between Japanese and South Amer- 
icans. 

The establishment of colonies in 
countries where climatic conditions 
were similar to those at home. 

The making of commercial trea- 
ties with certain South American 
countries. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the 
Japanese are closely following the 


It is more than probable, 
however, that the Japanese will not 
meet much success in their endeav- 
ors to marry into the Spanish-Amer- 
Wan families, which is a very popu- 
lar German policy. Again, the 
Japanese will more than likely con- 
fine themselves to isolated regions 
where the colony will be purely of 
Japanese stock. The Germans, on 
the other hand, do not isolate them- 
selves, but associate with the people

URUGUAYAN CONSTITUTION. 


The republic of Uruguay is run « 
littie different than any other na- 
tien in the world. Uruguay likes to 
tinker with its constitution. It 
likes to try out new things. It has 
already taken its place as the most 
enlightened South American repub- 
lic. But now tt wishes to ~ outdo 
even itself. For instance, by virtue 
of the new constitution the Presi- 
dent's authority has been clipped to 
auch an extent that he must now 
share the responsibilities of his of- 
fice with a commission known as 
the Nattondl Board of Administra- 
tion. This is something new in the 
way of running republics. This 
board is composed of nine members 
elected by the people every two 
yeare—that is to say, a third are 
elected every two years for a term 
of six. Also, few peoples have 
known that the Congress of Uruguay 
elects its President—not the people. 
The new constitution has changed 
this, too. It now provides that the 
President be elected by the direct 
vote of the people. Another rad- 
jeal change is the election of mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court. Ap- 
pointments to this august body now 
rest with Congress. Congress now 
has the authority to interpret the 
constitution. In other words, Con- 
grees is the court of last resort 
whenever a question of doubt arises 
as to just what certain passages in 
the constitution really mean.

Gen. William <A. Gorgas, who 
drove the yellow fever and the mos- 
quito from the Panama Canal Zone, 
as well as dried up the swamps in 
that neck of land, a much sought 
man in South America these days. 
Gorgas recently completed the job 
of cleaning up the Port of Guaya- 
quil, Beuador, for a long time the 
pest hole on the west coast of South 
America, and shunned by tourists 
and commercial travelers.

COMPETITION IS KEEN

ENGLISH AND AMERICAN MER-

{A r FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 

LONDON, Aug. 20.—American and 
British foreign trade interests have 
resumed their accustomed pre-war 
code and the competition for the 
commercial conquest of Germany 
and other recently enemy countries 
ie well under way. 

This is freely admitted by repre- 
sentatives here of both American 


and British trade bodies. e Lon 
don head of one — 4 — 
men's organization said: 

“The business man reasons it out 
this way: ‘Eventually—perhaps in a 
year from now—-we shall have re- 
eumed normal trade relations with 
those nations which were, untill a 
few months ago, our enemies. Why 
not get busy now—if I don’t, some- 
one elee will." Soe sentimental con- 
siderations are eliminated. The dol- 
lar and pound once more are what 
business is seeking 

A eharpness of competition un- 
approached in pre-war days will 
characterize the conduct of foreign 
trade activities during the next few 
years, itt is generally conceded. 
America’s possession of raw mate- 
rials, her facilities for quantity pro- 
d4uctions and the fact that her in- 
dustrial machinery is not o clogged 
with strikes and other labor dis- 
turbances Which are so seriously 
impairing British trade, it is thought, 
ineures the United States a fal 
proportion of thie business.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8-—Who- 
ever you are, you will not deny that 
you are a regular consumer of soap, 
that you have peen intimately asso- 
clated with soap every day of your 
life since early infancy, and that 
you ought to know something about 
soap. 

As @ matter of fact, do you know 
anything about it at all? Do you 
know what it is made of? De you 
know what is a fair price for a 
piece of soap? Do you know what 
kinds of soap are injurious and what 
are not? Do you know what kind 
of soap will last a long time and 
what kind will wear away quickly? 


The chances are you do not. The 
consumer almost never knows any- 
thing about the articles he buys. 
either ag to their actual value, or 
as to their comparative qualities. 
That is one reason why he gets so 
reguiarly and thoroughly stung. 

GOVERNMENT FOUND OUT. 

If the United States government 


nad bought the commodities which 


it used during the war in the same 
spirit of happy and reckless igno- 
wenece which you bring to your shop- 
ping, this nation would now be 
bankrupt. But the government had 
ecientists analyse everything it 
bought. It found out just what was 
good and what Was not. It also de- 
termined just what it cost to pro- 
duce an article, and refused to pay 
more than that amount plus a fair 
profit. The result was that the gov- 
ernment purchased most of its sup- 
pites for a fraction of what they cost 
the public, and even retailed them 
again through its quartermaster 
stores at prices less than half of 
those that you and I pay. 

The results of many of the gov- 
ernment studies of articles of com- 
mon consumption have now been 
embalmed in bewtidering technical 
reports, but out of these reports can 
be extracted a few facts and dens 
comprehensible to the layman. Some 
of these facts about soap are offer- 
ed here, in the belief that the gen- 
‘ral public will enjoy a. little gossip 
about such an old and valued friend, 
and will perhaps be enabled to un- 
erstand him a little better in the 
future. 

It should be added that the gov- 
ernment ig not responsible for the 
conclusions here set forth They 
are drawn by the writer from the 
technical facts in the reports. 

LITTLE POOR BOAP. 

In the first place it should be sald 
that there ‘is very little poor soap 
on the American market. Ameri¢an 
manufacturers make good soap al- 
most exclusively, and you twee In 
little danger of getting a soap that 
will injure your complexion or your 


In the second place, it is possible 
to buy the very best soap for all 
practical purposes at five to 
cents a cake en vou y twenty 
to fifty cents for » caxe soap. vou 
are not getting any more cleansing 
value for your money than you are 
when you pay five cents. 

The more expensive soap may con- 
tain a perfume which the cheaper 
lacks, and if this tickles your nose 
or your vanity enough, you may be 
getting your money's worth This 
more expensive soap probably also 
comes in a fancy box or wrappér, 
and here again your sense of the 
beautiful may be delighted to fifteen 
cents worth. 

Many of the expensive soaps are 
advertised to have medical value. All 
soap has a Food deal of medical 
value inasmuch as soap is one of the 
best of disinfectants, and the medi- 
cated soap may have somewht more 
medical value than the non-medicat- 
ed. But do not be too much im- 
pressed by the soap which is adver- 
tised to confer upon you any other 
boon than that of cleanliness. 
ALL MADE OF SAME THINGS. 

For all of these soaps are made 
of about the same things. The fact 
of the matter is that when our fre- 
fathers boiled tallow and ashes to- 
gether to make soft soap, they were 
doing about the same thing that all 
soap manufacturers do today. Every 
soap is a combination of an of] or 
a fat and an alkali, which is usual- 
ly either the potash the ploncers 
used or else soda. Most soap is 
simply a combination of tallow and 
soda boiled together, and provided 
both constituents are pure and clean, 
there is no better soap. The terrific 
multiplicity of form an@ shape and 
color and smell which you see in the 
soap showcase at the drug store is 
nothing more than the contents of

EXPENSIVE ARE MILLED. 

The more expensive soaps are 
known as milled soapa, They are 
made by grinding the soap snd 
then compressing it tnto cakes. The 
chief advantage of this process 
seems to be that it makes ft pos- 
sible to mix more perfume with the 
soap than can be done by merely 
botling it. 

Floating soap is another mystery 
to the average soap user. This at- 
tractive quality is given the soan by 
blowing it full of tiny sir bubbles 
while it h stil hot. These bubbles 
arei nvisible to the naked eve, They 
tend to make the soap wear «way 
more quickly than a non-floating 
soap.

ADVERSE BALANCE OF TRADE 
IS POINTED TO AS A SE- 
RIOUS SITUATION, 


[A. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 

LONDON, Aug. 27.—Confronted 
by what is described as perhaps the 
greatest industrial and trade crisis 
in the history of the country, the 
commercial leaders of Great Britain 
are bending every effort to speed up 
production, says the American 
Chamber of Commerce in London. 
One movement undertaken to head 
off the difficulties foreseen is an ef- 
fort to induce the workers to in- 
crease production by showing them 
the “d critical position“ 
in which Great Britain is now placed 
by the balance of tradé against her. 

For July, the adverse balance of 
trade amounted to about $380,000,- 
000, according to figures given out by 
the American Chamber. Imports 
for that month increased about 
$160,000,000 while exports increased 
only about 3,500,000. 

The American Chamber points 
out that this discloses a serious situ- 
ation and says that, while it may 
seem very well for Great Britain to 
buy from America much more than 
she sells to America, that is a “fool's

LONDON, Aug. 20.—Increase in 
bigamous marriages throughout the 
United Kingéom, much more pro- 
nounced since the end of the war, 
is causing grave concern and there 
is a growing disposition to treat big- 
amy as a venial offense. 

Sir Bernard Mallet. the registrar- 
general, is credited with the state- 
ment that English marriage laws 
afford less security against bigamy 


His department has 
prepared proposals for their amend- 
ment, but nothing has been done to 
carry them into effect. A new act 
of Parliament is necessary, and Sir 
Bernard suggests as a preliminary 
that some plan be outlined by which 
uecurate information concerning tho 
principals in a proposed marriage 
may be obtained by the competent 
authorities before the ceremony can 
be performed. 

For marriage by license in Eng- 
land it is required that both parties 
make solemn declaration that they 
know of no impediment to thelr 
union, that they have resided for 
fifteen days in the district and, if 
they are minors, the consent of 
guardian or parents has been ob- 
tained. But no solemn declaration 
is required for such material partic- 
viars as name, condition as to mar- 
riage, age, rank and residence

FOURTH ANNUAL DEMONSTRATION 
OF GREAT EDUCATIONAL VALUE. 


ARMERS who attended the fourth an- 
F nual tractor demonstration given on 
the La Brea ranch September 16 to 21 
saw an excellent exhibition of tractors, 
farm power machinery, imploments and ac- 
cessories. The primary purpose of the 
dealers exhibiting was to display and dem- 
onstrate the latest mechanical helps to 
greater production of farm crops. This pur- 
pose was successfully accomplished in ways 
calculated to impress the farm owners and 
lessees of Southern California who attended 
the show. 
The unique plan of holding a combined 
“still” show and demonstration in the open 
was proven feasible by the interest dis- 


for the farm, but exhibited keen interest in 
the tractors and their operation. a 
Dealers did not wait for requests for op 
eration of their tractors and other ma- 
chines, as a rule. Some of them demon- 
strated the work of their tractors with va 
rious implements in preparing seed beds 
and cultivating an improvised orchard ak 
most continuously during the six days. 
Twenty-eight different makes of tractors 
were exhibited. They were the Allen, Al, 
Work, Avery, Beeman, Bean, Best, Cater 
pillar, Cletrac, Fageol, Fordson, Heider, In- 
ternational, La Crosse, Little Bear, Merry 
Garden, Moline Universal, Samson, San- 
dusky, Bates Steel Mule, Stockton, Titan, 
Toro Motor Cultivator, Trundaar, Lambert 
Twin City, Union Yuba and Wallis. Close 
to 200 tractors in all were exhibited either 
in the still shows or in action. All were 
given a real test of their pulling power in the 
heavy adobe soil of the La Brea ranch land. 
Each tractor exhibitor provided himself 
with a commodious tent and many had 
more than one canvas top in which to prop- 
erly set out his wares and to demonstrate 
them. In these tents were attractively dis- 
played the machines, working parts, cut- 
away models, charts and photographs. One 
exhibitor showed motion pictures of his 
tractor in actual work on farms. Tractors 
ran farm machines in many parts of the 
field. Besides plowing, cultivating, pulver- 


izing, subsoil plowing and seeding demon

shows almost everywhere. has ceased to be 
the drawing card it was at the start. 
This waning of interest in tractor demon- 
strations may be attributed and is attrib- 
uted by implement publications and many 
agricultural journals to a variety of causes. 
The principal reason probably is that farm- 
ers are so familiar with power farming and 
so accustomed to considering the tractor as 
an accepted fact in progressive agriculture 
that there is no longer the novelty there 
once was in seeing the modern steel horses 
at work. For another thing, the kind of 
shows that have been held has had some- 
thing to do with the lack of attendance in 
the past year or two. The tractor demon- 
stration as it started- out and as t is still 
being held in most sections covers so much 
ground that it is a time-killing and body- 
exhausting task to take in one of them. 
Many farmers who have walked their legs 
off seeing one feel that they have had 
enough. Tractor shows have often been 
criticised, too, for their lack of variety and 
new interest. The visitor feels that when 
he has seen one he has seen ther all.

Everyone knows, it is 
contended, that both the auto and tractor 
will rum, and what people want to see is 
the newest in models, types and appliances 
placed where they may be examined in 
comfort and without exertion.

The Community Mannfacturing Company, 
Los Angeles, exhibited for the first time 
at a public demonstration its Los Angeles 
product, the 10-20 Allen Water Ballast trac 
tor.

EXHIBITION FOWL. 


The beauty contest season for poultry ts 
again at hand and fanciers who previously 
have fretted over egg record and feeding 
rations are vow concerned with grooming 
their birds in their best bib and tucker and 
preparing them for inspection by judges at. 
fairs and poultry shows. | 
Something besides external beauty and 
fine feathers is required to win in the show 
ring. Every fowl, whether young or ma 
ture, should be in first-class show condition 
when it enters the exhibition hall. The 
plumage should be the standard length for 
the breed, lustrous and plentiful, the head 
bright red in color, and the comb developed 
to the required size. The specimen should 
appear in handsome dress, good physical 
condition, and trained to exhibit his good 
qualities to advantage. Careful training im- 


parts to a bird sufficient confidence to as- 


sume and hold desired poses under show- 
room conditions. 

«lf possible, obtain exhibition coops similar 
to those used at the show you will attend. 
Cover the floor with short, clean straw, or 
a mixture of bran and straw for feathered- 
leg breeds. Two months before the show 
place in the coops at night the birds you in- 
tend to exhibit. Visit the coops as fre 
qiently as you can and handle the birds 
often. Carry them around under the arm, 
open their wings ard examine the under- 
color, and accustom them to every move 
ment of the judge. It is not advisable or 
necessary to keep the show birds confined 
in the training coops. A day at a time is 
sufficient; then allow them the run of the 
house for two or three days, and outdoor 


@xercise if seasonabie. 
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Tt ie necessary to examine your show 
birds carefully at least ten weeks before the 
ghow. Remove all imperfect feathers in the 
hope that they will be replaced by feathers 
of standard color. Frequently a colored 
feather showing a little white along the 
edge of the web will molt out perfectly 
when the fowl is well fed on sour-milk 
mash, meat and grain. Never pluck a new 
feather—one in which the quill is filled with 
fluid—as it will invariably return partially 
white. A few days before the exhibition 
again examine your birds and pluck the 
imperfect feathers. It is quite a problem 
to determine the best procedure when there 
is foreign color in some of the large feath- 
ers on the wings or tail. If the color is a 
disqualification there is no justification for 
shipping the bird to the show. What is 
best to do will depend upon the quality of 
the specimen in othe” sections, and upon 
the amount of defectiv. ~olor in the wings. 
Usually these defects are répeated in the 
similar feathers of each wing. 

Many exhibitors of white fowls bleach the 
plumage of their birds with peroxide of 
hydrogen and ammonia. They mix in a 
china bowl a solution of three parts of 
‘peroxide of hydrogen and one part of am- 
monia. A clean muslin cloth is dipped in 
the solution and the bird is wrapped in it. 
The muslin is next covered with oiled silk 
or some waterproof cloth to confine the 
. fumes of the bleaching gas. The peroxide- 

ammonia solution can be sponged on the 

plumage or sprayed with an atomizer. The 
only advantage in wrapping the bird is to 
make the bleach more effective. 

The shanks and feet of exhibition fowls 
must be absolutely clean and well polished. 
To overcome rough scales rub the legs 
twice dally with a cloth dipped in kerosene 
and a short time before the show wash them 
thoroughly. Use a good scouring soap, 
woolen cloth and warm rain water. Re- 
move any old or rough scales, and also the 
dirt between the scales. The latter can be 
taken out with toothpicks. Dry the shanks 
and apply a solution of equal parts of sweet 
ol! and alcohol. Then warm a woolen cloth 
aud serape a little beeswax on it. The 
wenmmth win melt the wax, and the shanks 
should then be polished with the waxed 
cloth. 

Pefore shipping the birds to the exhibi- 
tin apply the sweet oll and alcohol solu- 
tion to the face and comb. If you are show- 
@2z white birds, fll their plumage after 
washing and when thoroughly dry with 
ecual parts of bran and rice flour. Some 
exhibitors use cornstarch, which is equally 
satisfactory. This prevents the plumage 
coming soiled, and when the

The final grooming is 
accomplished with a silk handkerchief, rub- 
bing and polishing the feathers until the 
plumage has a high luster. 
RAISING PIGEONS A 
SOURCE OF INCOME. 

Many people can keep pigeons success- 
fully as a side issue, although this requires 
constant oversight and careful attention to 
details. The greatest difficulties confront- 
ing the successful raiser of pigeons seem 
to be in securing good breeding stock and 
finding a good market for the produce of a 
small flock. Pigeons are a profitable source 
of income on general farms where they may 
secure much of their feed from the fields, 
provided they are not a nuisance and the 
loss by shooting and by hawks, owls, and 


cats is not large. They can also be raised 
successfully on farms where they are close- 


POMONA.—Anyone who contemplates 
going into the poultry business missed a 
fine lot ‘of useful information in the ‘alk 
given by H. W. Boone, residing een 
Pomona and Chino, to the Poul Breed- 
ers’ Association at a recent meeting held 
at the public library. Mr. Boone took as 
a subject “Poultry as a Business.” 

One of the points which Mr. Boone made 
in the beginning of his talk was that there 
has been very little authentic data avail- 
able for the prospective poultryman for the 
reason that few have kept accurate account 
of expenses and receipts. Then, what data 
was to be found was unreliable, as there 
was such variation, due to the inaccuracy. 
Mr. Boone took a hypothetical case and 
illustrated what a family should do in case 
a decision was made to try poultry as a liv- 
ing, the whole family putting combined ef- 
forts in the undertaking. 

Assuming that a family can live on $1500 
per year, he gave figures for the minimum

ly confined, provided the squabs can be 
marketed to good advantage. 

Of the squab-raising varieties the Homer 
is considered the most popular variety. The 
habit of this bird of returning home if al- 
lowed freedom makes it necessary to con- 
fine pigeons purchased from other lofts. The 
Carneaux pigeon has recently become popu- 
lar as a squab producer. This variety is 
somewhat larger than the Homer and it is 
stated is about as prolific. Several other 
varieties of pigeons larger than the Homer 
are used on a small scale in squab raising, 
especially in crossing with the Homer and 
Carneaux, to increase the size of squabs. 
The Runt is one of the largest, but is not 
as prolific or as good a breeder or feeder 
as the Homer. 

Some of the other varieties reported used 
as squab breeders are the Dragoon, White 
Maltese, or hen pigeon, the White King, 
and the common pigeon. 


ENCOURAGE LAYING 
HENS TO EXERCISE. | 


Close confinement without exercise is 
not conducive to the best results, although 
the feed provided may be the best, for idle 
hens soon grow too fat to lav. It is almost 
impossible to give laying hens which are 
confined too much exercise. ‘The fowl 
may be encouraged to exercise In various 
ways, such as feeding corn on the cob, sus- 
pending caggabe heads, beets, etc., so that 
the birds have to jump for them. and scat- 
tering grain in the litter. The litter should 
be from four to eight inches deep, and may 
consist of straw (either cut or whole,) hay, 
leaves, buckwheat hulls, shredded corn fod- 
der, or any convenient material cf this na- 


enough so that they will work diligently all 
day for the grain scatterod in th's litter, 
which should be removed whenever it be 
comes damp or soiled.

TWO EGGS PER DAY. 

We often hear of breeders extolling the 
laying capacity of their strains by the as 
sertion that certain hens will now and then 
lay two eggs in a single day; which is not 
impossible, but beyond the mere statement 
that is about all the information such state 
ments contain. The report of the poultry 
department of the Storrs (Ct.) agricultural 
experiment station says: 

The most unusual incident of the week, 
and for that matter for any previous week, 
is the fact that a White Rock pullet, a 
Rhode Island Red and a White Leghorn 
all laid two eggs in one day, and strangely 
enough they were all laid late in the day, 
that is, from 5 to 5:30 o’clock in the after- 
noon. It has been more or less common- 
ly believed that when a hen lays two eggs 
in a single day that one of these is pro- 
duced early in the morning and the other in 
the late afternoon, but this is certainly not 
always the case. Sometimes the two eggs 
are laid within two or three minutes of each 
other.

ORANGE PRUNING.

The moth, which is the adult stage of 
this pest, is about one-half inch long with 
wings decidedly gray in color. It lays eggs 
upon the leaves and stems of the -growing 
Plants or upon ex tubers during the 


Fumigation of infested tubers is perhaps 
the test method of treatment. Three 
ounces of potassium cyanide per 100 cubie 
feet of space is recommended to kill the 
larvae in infested potatoes, but sometimes 
does not kill all the young. 


In the storage bins, one or two pounds of

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growing season, or, upon the tubers at dig 
ging time. The eggs are small, globular 
and pearly white. 3 

During the summer monjhs, the eggs 
hatch out within fifteen days into caterpil 
lars which feed upon the leaves and work 
within the stems and tubers in the field or 
upon the tubers when they are stored. 

The larva is white to slightly pink in color, 
with a black head. It is about three-fourths 
of an inch in length when full grown. 

It is the larva of the tuber mot that 
does the most serious damage, which con- 
sists in making burrows through all parts 
of the tubers. The larva matures in from 
three to five weeks, when it spins cocoons 
in which to pupate. During the summer 
months, the pupal period occupies from 
fourteen to twenty ds, while during the 
winter, it may require sévVeral months. 

The adults which then hatch out are 
usually very abundant in the fall and often 
do very serious damage, especially to the 

which are dug early. The moths 
are night flyers, and if the tubers are ex- 
posed over night, the females lose no oppor- 
tunity in depositing their many eggs, usua!- 
ly over all of them, making a serious infes- 
‘tation. The adults live only a few days. 

There are several host plants of this 
pest, consisting of the cat-tall, egg plant, 
ground cherry, nightshade and tomatoes. 
All these host plants should be kept from 
growing in or around the potato fields. The 
potatoes should be planted deep and hilling 
should be practiced where this pest is 
troublesome, to prevent access to the 
tubers.

carbon bisulphile to every 1000 cubic feet 
of air space for forty-eight hours is usually 
sufficient to kill the eggs; fifteen to sixteen 
hours usually suffice to kill the larvae in 
the tubers. The fumigation will not injure 
the potatoes, according to various experi- 
ments. 

In some cases, it is advisable to practice 
crop rotation, when grain, corn and forage 
crops are recommended. These rotations 
should not be for a period of less than five 
or six years.—[G. E. G. 


IN POULTRY CIRCLES, 
Henry Mumford, whom many fanciers 
will recall as a breeder and exhibitor of 
White Rocks and White Leghorns, returned 
recently from overseas service in Italy, and 
naturally has at once resumed his poultry 
operations on his ranch situated in Burbank.

PROFITABLE IMPERIAL PRODUCT. 


BY W. o. JOHNSON, IMPERIAL COUNTY 


L CENTRO.—The raising of early table 
grapes presents one of the most at 
tractive propositions we have in Im- 
perial county today. It has been known for 
several years that the Malagas and Thomp- 
son's Seedless ripen here from two weeks 
to a month earlier than in any other lo- 
cality in the State, with perhaps the except- 
tion of the Coachella Valley where the 
grape acreage is small. Five years ago

grapes were yielding as well as at prevent, 
but few growers were unable to market 
them with any profit and, as a consequence, 
in 1913-1914 many vineyards were taken 
out. 

At the Fl Centro Fruit and Produce Com- 
pany’s vineyard, two miles east of Holtville, 
the crop was harvested by turning in the 
hogs. Today we find an opportunity in 
an entirely different condition. Some of 
— same men who took out their vineyards 

en are replanting. F. H. Worter, north 
of McKim’s bridge. is one of these. 

There is no difference in tne productivity 
of the vineyards, it is simply due to the 
fact that the marketing facilities have been 
very greatly improved. This year there are 
probably 500 acres im the valley, 400 of 
these in Malagas: and 100 in Thompson's 
Soedless. Tie average yield was from four 
and one-half to five tons to the acre and 
the average protit. $400 per acre. 


AN AMAZING PROFIT. 

The purchase by E. H. Morton of 
Fresno county of a forty-acre vineyard near 
the Meloland experiment station from Ar- 
kalin Bros. has been given considerable

for $14,000. 

One reason for increased interest in 
grapes is the heavier yield due to more 
careful irrigation and better pruning. On 
the Howard Jones ranch, three miles 
northeast of Holtville, there is a vineyard, 
part of which is nearly twelve years old. 
In 1918 its production was about three and 
one-half tons per acre. This ranch is 
leased for 1919 to F. Henry, a man who 
has practically grown up among the grapes 
of the San Joaquin Valley and who is prob 
ably more experienced in handling the 
vines than any man in Imperial county. Mr. 
Henry is a man not bound by old traditions, 
and his method of pruning is in direct op- 
position to the old recognized custom. Mr 
Henry leaves much more wood on the 
vines, and as a consequence, after a few 
years of pruning by his methods the vines 
instead of being from one and one-half to 
two feet across the top, will be from two 
and one-half to three aud one-half feet. 
Under his systematic pruning, this vineyard 
which yielded three and one-half tons per 
acre in 1918, yielded seven tons to the acre 


FARM ADVISER. 


Land which has so high a water table that 
it will not grow alfalfa or good corn crops 
should never be selected. The drainage 
ought to be of the best. For this reason 
land with a heavy fall or located near or on 
the bank of a river is generally excellent. 

There is not much choice between Mala- 
gas and Thompson's Seedless for commer.

CUTTING HARD TO GET. 


Tt is almost impossible to procure rooted 
cuttings from the San Joaquin Valley. 
First, because in anticipation of the prohi- 
bition movement, the vineyards there did 
not set out many cuttings for this year and, 

because this county is quarantined 
against the larger part of the San Joaquin 
Valley because of the diseases prevalent 
among vines there. In order to get cut 
tings ready to plant in March, put them in 
the ground in January. A skillful grape 
man can get rooted cuttings in two months 
and when these are planted about 80 per 
cent. of them will live. 

COOLING PLANT NEEDED. 


The man who has done as much, if not 
more, than any other to advance the early 
grape industry in Imperial is George John- 
ston of Etiwanda, who has been contracting 
for and shipping grapes from the valley for 
a number of years, and largely through his 
efforts the shipping facilities have been 
greatly improved. According to Mr. John- 
ston grape growing in Imperial Valley was 
formerly discredited because the growers 
did not specialize on grapes but raised 
them as a side issue and often turned them 
over to the hired man, hence did not them- 
selves acquire a proper knowledge of grape 
culture. Second, grapes were shipped f.0.b. 
Imperial Valley, hence packing was hasty 
and the grapes did not arrive in good cendi- 
ticn at the destination, and Imperial Val 
ley was blamed. 


The greatest need of Imperial Valley, ac 
cording to Mr. Johnston, is a pre-cooling 
plant such as almost all the coast -districts 
possess. Pre-cooling puts a cool, dry blast 
through the entire car and takes all mois- 
ture and gas out of the grapes or other 
fruit, and the grapes stand shipping much 
better. It also saves ice, allows heavier 
shipping, allows lower rates and insures 
almost perfect condition of grapes at desti- 
nation. Grapes are now being sent almost 
entirely by express at the cost of $1.16 per 
crate; by freight the cost is 51 cents a 
crate. Even the loss in time in sending by 
freight and the condition of the grapes up 
on arrival at destination, however, does 
not justify the difference in cost of ship- 
ping. If a pre-cooling plant were put in, 
grapes could be shipped by freight and the 
growers ould receive a much greater 
profit. \ look forward to a very great 
increase in ‘rape acreage in Imperial Val- 
ley, and believe that in ten or twelve years 
Imperial Valley will be almost as well 
known for its early grapes as it is today 
for its early cantaloupes. 

The question may be asked, “What are 
the diseases to which grapes are subject 
here?” As yet we know of very few. A 
little stem mildew and sour berry have

THE NEED FOR THE COMPLETE 
UTILIZATION OF SKIM MILK. 


BY ARTHUR L. DAHL. 


N THESE days of soaring prices and che 
| crying need of people in all parts of the 
world for food, any means of saving ex- 
isting food supplies is just as good as in- 
creasing their production. Compared to 
pre-war times, the actual loss 
spoilage or wastage of perishable foods is 
greatly reduced, and yet Uncle Sam tells us 
that we are actually throwing away every 
day vast quantities of valuable human food. 
One source of this wastage is in the non- 
utilization of the millions of gallons of 
skimmed milk turned out as a by-product of 
the large city creameries. A great amount 
of skim milk is fed to stock, where condi 


tions are favorable for deliveries, and yet 


agents of the Department of Agriculture 
have found cases where 25,000 pounds of 
eim milk is wasted daily in a certain 
creamery, and in another factory 10,000 
pounds run down the sewer every day. 

Ot the 84,000,000,000 vounds of milk pro- 
@ucea annually in the United States, 41 per 
cont. is used for butter making. In secur- 
ing cream to make butter, approximately 
five-sixths of the original milk remaing as 
skim milk. In other words, about 29,000,- 
000,000 pounds of skim milk is produced as 
a by-product, and a great deal of it is 
wasted. Some of it is condensed, much of 
it is fed to live stock, and a portion is used 
for cooking, but the balance which is not 
used at all contains enough food values to 
bring up to normal all the underfed chil- 
dren of our larger cities. 

MILK IDEAL FOOD. 


Whole milk, dietitians tell us, is an ideal 
food for the human body as it contains an 
the elements necessary to sustain and build 
it up. In addition to the butter fat, which 
approximates 12 per cent. of the milk, it 
contains the carbohydrates or energy mak 
ing elements, the proteins or muscle-build- 
ing elements, the mineral salts or elements 
' Which build bone and teeth and help in the 
digestive process, and other foods required 
for our well-being. When milk is skimmed 
for its fat, practically all of the carbohy- 
drates, mineral salts and proteins remain 
in the skimmed milk. it these valuable 
food elements were utilized for human con- 
sumption instead of being fed to stock, or 
‘wasted, the world would be enriched by a 
healthier race of people. Even when 
ku med milk is utilized by feeding to 


stoi *, only about 30 per cent. is converted 
into yooa for humans, because the remain 
der is all used up in the energy of growth 
by the stock.

trouble from underfeeding would have been 
obviated. Similar conditions were recently 
brought to light in San Francisco and other 
cities. 
COTTAGE CHEESE CAMPAIGN. 

The Department of Agriculture In an en 
dea vor to overcome this condition that re- 
sulted in the daily wastege of thousands of 
gallons of skim milk, carried on a campaign 
to educate the people to ap appreciation 
of the merits of cottage cheese, believing 
that if this surplus stock could be con- 
verted into cottage cheese, it would be used 
as a substitute for meats and other high- 
priced foods. Calculations indicated won 
derful possibilities. It was figured that if 
29,000,000,000 pounds of skim 
fik were converted into cottage cheese 
its food value would be practically equiva- 
lent to our annual consumption of beef. 
Of course, it was practically impossible to 
convert all of the skimmed milk into cot- 


«(tage cheese, but the efforts of the govern- 


ment demonstrators resulted in greatly in- 
creasing the consumption of cottage cheese, 
the quantity sold daily in one city jumping 
from ten pounds to 3000, and in another 
from thirty-five pounds to more than a ton. 
The creamery which poured 10,000 pounds 
of skim milk down the sewer every day 
turned it into 700 pounds of cottage cheese.’ 

In the country the government agents 
interested in the cottage-cheese campaign 
found that while there was an abundance 
ot skim milk found on nearly every farm, 
but a very small proportion was used for

able in nature, and lacking color and taste 
in its natural condition, it is almost im- 
possible to dispose of any great quantity of 


it. And yet dietitians say that skimmed 
milk is valuable as a cooking ingredient, 
when combined with a fat to replace the 
cream extracted from the whole milk. The 
dietitians further say that fat is fat. 
whether it comes from an animal or from 
cottonseed, or peanuts, or cocoanuts. The 
various kinds may have different tastes, but 
from a food standpoint all are valuable for 
body building. 
TASTES CHANGING. 


If we look back over the last decade we 
will find that some wonderful strides have 
been made in our efforts to provide the 
variety and quantity of food demanded by 
our increased population and the demands 
of foreign commerce. Whereas, in the past 
animal fat was almost entirely used for 
cooking, today there are a dozen vegetable- 
fat compounds on the market, all giving 
satisfactory se according to the tastes 
appealed to. isa extracted from corn, 
from cotton seed, from peanuts, and from 
cocoanuts for use in cooking or the prepa- 
ration of food supplies. The butter fat con- 
tained in whole milk is generally consid- 
ered more palatable than the fat from other 


ig to combine a vegetable ofl with the skim 
milk, in a proportion ap whole 
milk, render the product non-perishable 
through condensation or evaporation, and 
present it to the housewife in a form von- 
venient for use in her cooking operations. 
Today, she buys her fruits and her vege- 
tables in cans, and if the by-products of our 
big dairies could come to her in as con- 
venient a form, say the food scientists, the 
problem of saving the wasted skim milk 
would be solved. 

While skim milk, combined with a vege- 
table fat to take the place of the butter fat 
extracted would not be available for many 
of the uses of whole milk, its value for 
cooking purposes would, it is believed, be 
great. Every nousewife and professional 
cook knows that certain vegetables cooked 
or mixed with milk instead of water, has a 
finer flavor and is more palatable, and the 
use of skim milk for cooking would not 
only add to the food value, but would im- 
prove the flavor of the article served. 

Dr. North of New York is reported as 
saying that the dairy herds of this country, 
consisting of about twenty-three million 
cows, are about 25 per cent. short of the 
number required to give each man, woman 
‘and child in these United States the 
amount of milk products necessary for the 
proper growth and development of the hu- 
man system. In view of this statement, it 
behooves us to utilize to the fullest extent

My many experiments so thoroughly con 
vinced me that the foundation of the trou. 
ble was climate that I then decided not to 
desert the ship, but to study out some 
course which was still left for man to take 
in an effort to overcome the drop in part. 
So I consulted my assistant at my ranch, 
Mr. Ellis, and we mapped out a course n- 
tended to bulld up the trees, making them 
strong and vigorous, to enable them to pass 
through the périod when the climatic con- 
ditions were against the young ¢ruit. 

Before entering into the discussion of the 
pla which was agreed upon to build up the 
trees, I will explain the nature of the soil 
which my grove occupies in order that the 
reader may judge for himself whether his 
soil will admit of the same treatment whith 
bas proved so satisfactory to me in the care 
of my Valencia grove. My soil is a bench 
loam containing ert. The soil 
averages from twenty-five to thirty feet ta 
depth and seems to get richer und softer 
as it extends downwafd. Some writers 
have produced articles on the science of 
tree life und have made the statement that 
the orange tree is a shallow-rooted tree, 
never extending deeper than thirty to thirty- 
six inches. This is true in part, but only 
where the soil is underlaid with hardpan, or 
has only a shallow surface built upon a 
boulder or rock base. I have seen trees 
washed out by storm water where the soil 
was deep and water was down to the depth 
of twenty feet or more. ide tap roots of 
the orange and grapefruit trees were more 
than there times the depth stated by the 
writers referred to.

My experi- 
ments have fully convinced me that we can- 
not continually grow oranges on old wood. 
The trees must be kept in a strong, grow 
ing condition during spring and summer 
that the process of renewing may continu- 
ously go on. The orange is a tropical fruit 
and requires a more even climate than we 
have had of late years. It will not totally 
withstand the great difference between the 
temperature at 5 a.m. and 2 p.m. 

Up to July 1 there was no drop in my 
Valencia orchard and the setting of young 
fruit was estimated to be above 100 per 
cent. The crop old fruit was all picked 
early in June in order to relieve the trees 
of the burden of caring for the matured 
fruit. From June 30 to July 8 there was a 

difference in temperature between 
o am. and 2 pm. During the heated part 
of the day the trees worked overtime to 
supply the moisture which was lost by 
evaporation through the leaves and young 
fruit. Upon close examination, I found the 
young fruit to be slightly wilted at 2 p.m. 
and at 5 a.m. the next morning they were 
full of moisture and very firm For that rea- 
son I concluded ft was cuntraction and ex- 
pansion caused by the two great extremes 
in so short a time that causes the drop cnd 
am firm in my belief that a total remedy for 
it is beyond man.

found that the tap roots had extended a few 
inches within the dry earth and at this 
point had turned almost at right angles and 
had run out, slanting upward in search of 
moisture. These facts were conclusive ev“ 
dence to me that shallow irrigation was all 
wrong where the soll would admit of put- 
ting the water deep into the earth. 


DEEP IRRIGATION. 


Mr. Ellis and myself decided to break up 
the mat of surface roots by deep: plowing 
and cultivating, thus forcing the root sys- 
tem to a deeper level. The method adopted 
to deepen the water in the soil was by put- 
ting three large shovels on the cultivator, 
setting them down from eight to ten inches, 
and making six of these so-called ditches 
between each space of twenty-two feet. As 
the water in my grove runs from north to 
south, I commenced making ditches on the 
lower side of the orchard east and west. 
As soon as the orchard was all laid off east 
and west, it was then ditched in the same 
manner north and south and the water 
turned on, allowing it to reach the lower 
end. The filling and banking of the furrows 
were done by myself and one other man. 
All of the ground was filled with water ex- 
cept a plece four feet square immediately 
under the tree. This piece was kept dry on 
the surface to prevent gumming the trunks 
of the trees. This irrigation was finished 
As soon there- 
after as the soll was in condition, the har 
row was used to smooth down the banks 
slightly and the ground was left in this con- 
dition to conserve all rain water for the 
balance of the season, using the harrow 
after each rain at the proper time, resulting 
tm no loss of rain water by running off. This 
February irrigation consumed a stream of 
water sixty-five inches for ninety hours, or 


sults and the most profit in my deciduous 


and citrus orchards is plowing and cultiva- 


tions during the winter, when the soll is in 
proper condition, after each rain, to retain 
moisture and properly aerate the soi). Deep 
cultivations are given the orchard both 
ways after each irrigation in spring and 
summer to maintain a deep mulch of fine, 
dusty soil, thus conserving soll moisture. 
Cover crops prevent the proper aerating of 
the soll during the cold months in winter. 
A tew hours’ bright sunshine, after a cold, 
frosty night, upon an orchard that is deeply 
mulched will store heat that will greatiy 
assist in lessening the danger of frost for 
the following night: while with a heavy 
cover crop, the action of the sun upon the 
soll is stayed. I prefer to purchase the 
plant food which is stored in the soll by 
cover crops and, instead, allow the soil to 
come in contact with nature’s elements, at 
the same time allowing the trees to occupy 
all the soil to themselves. 

There must be ample moisture deep in 
the soll to carry the trees through the 
ropping period, as it is dangerous to ap 
ply water just before this period sets in. 
In ond of my experiments with a heavy 
cover crop, the rains shut off early in the 
season and the cover crop drew so heavily 
from the lower levels of the sol moisture 
that it was impossible to get ‘he ground 
in condition to deep wet it the latter 
part of May. I was forced o irrigate the 


trees in early June, as the soil was com- 


pletely dried out. The result was that 1 
lost the entire crop. 
In conclusion, I wish to say again that

„ure should be applied to the field which is 
to be broken and seeded to alfalfa. The 
fertilizing value of barnyard manure is so 
great and its liberal application is so bene- 
ficial to the alfalfa crop that specialists of 
the United States Department of Agricul-

As 
good quality seed to the acre are deamed 


twenty-five pounds of seed are 
sown.

All soils designed for alfalfa culture 
must, of necessity, be free from surplus soil 
moisture, that is to say, well drained, while 
they also must be slightly alkaline. 

Inoculation of alfalfa fields is essential. 
The best and most simple system is to 
transfer some incculated soil from an ol4 
alfalfa field to he new stand. This is best 
done in the afLernoon of a cloudy day, the 
soil being distributed by shovel in the 
amount of about 300 to 400 pounds to the 
acre. This work should-be done in the ab- 
sence of sunlight, as the sun destroys the 
bacteria which induce, ineculation. 

Before buying alfaifa.seed thc purchaser 
should inform himself; fully regarding the 
variety best suited for his section and the 
quality of the seed with regard to both ger- 
mination and purity. In choosing a variety 
or strain it is well to bear in mind that the 
quick-growing alfalfas, such as the Peru-

COLDS IN HEAD, 
Tf any birds in the flock develop colds, put 
as much potassium permanganate as will 
remain on the surface of a dime into a 
gallon of water and keep this mixture in 
their drinking water for several days, or un- 
til the symptoms of the colds have disap- 
peared.

the conditions are seen to be abnormal. 
The milk flow dropped so low that but 40 
cuble centimeters (approximately two ta- 
blespoonfuls) were taken at this particular 
milking. Other samples ran 17.0, 11.8, 10.8, 
11.0 10.5, 9.9, 9.0, ete.. but when the doe 
récovered her milk averaged around 5 per 
cent. in fat, with one sample testing as 
low as 4.3 per cent. 

It may be objected that not all high- 
testers are animals just fresh or ill. .Titis 
is true, and another example from the 
writer's own experience will illustrate the 
fact. A goat, “Ruby” we called her, kid- 
ded in October, 1907; Ruby was a large 
black goat with white points; she evident- 
ly carried Angora blood, as she had long, 

Curly hair. Her yield was uniformly low, 
due undoubtedly in part to her blood and 
in part to the season at which she fresh- 


ened.

On the whole, it appears that the large 
milkers, such as the Swiss, produce rela 
tively “lean” milk; that is, milk with an 
average, or even a low, fat content: small 
milkers tend to produce rich milk, while 
average milkers yield average milk. 

This may be illustrated by a comparison 
made some five years ago on the basis of 
unpublished data then available: the in- 
tervening years have simply confirmed the 
observations. 


All the samples of milk from Swiss goats 
(Teggenburgs, Saanens and cross-breds) 
averaged almost exactly 3 per cent. in fat: 
all natives, which included everything hav- 
ing no Swiss biood (no milk from Anglo 
Nubidns was then available to the writer) 
averaged 5% per cent. In fat: the fat con- 
tent of all the Swiss grades averaged 4 410 
per cent. 

AVERAGE TEST MILK BUST. 


Since the time that most of the analyses 
or other tests were made the number of 
Swiss grades to be found in California has 
increased amazingly and a large part of 
the milk available will be found to range 
from 3 to 4 per cent. In fat. This, in the 
opinion of the writer, supported by those 
of certain physiciang and others, is a de- 
cided advantage. It is certain that milk 
ot a high fat content is with difficulty di- 
gested by infants or by others with weak 
stomachs. A halfcupful of “Ruby’s milk 
taken by my own chiltren brought on bil- 
foug attacks and a skin rash, so that we 
were compelled to use it exclusively for 
butter-making and in cooking. As a rule, 
our children throve best on milk testing 
from under 3 per cent. to 3% per cent. in 
fat.

BROUGHT FORTH AT FIELD DAY. 


ANTA BARBARA—The annual field 
8 day exercises of the Lemon Men's 

Club held here Saturday, September 4, 
proved a big attraction, some 250 persons 
partaking of the barbecue prepared in their | to 
honor under the spreading oaks of the fa- 
mous old 8.

Along about 10 a.m. lemon growers from 
all parts of Southern California, from San 
Diego north, began to askenmmble at the 
Hubbard Packing House in Carpinteria in 
readiness for the field day -exercises, 
which were preceded by an automobile 
“tour through the beautiful Carpinteria, 
Montecito and Goleta valleys. After a re 
past served in true barbecue style by 
charming Spanish senoritas, J. R. Fithian, 
chairman of the occasion, called the meet- 
ing to order. 

Frank A. Harwood, banker and lemon 
grower of San Dimas, was the first speaker, 
his topic being “The Outlook for the Lemon 
Industry.“ Mr. Harwood prefaced his re 
marks with the assertion that there always 
have been and probably always will be ups 
an downs in the lemon industry, good 
years and lean years and on the average 
just as many good years as poor years. He 
prophesied a 20,000-car lemon crop within 
but a few years when the present non 
bearing acreage, which is reported as 75 
per cent. of the bearing acreage, comes in- 
to bearing. With the exchange campaign 
on lemon advertising now under way, Mr. 
Harwood was quite optimistic regarding 
the outlook for sales of the crop. The old 
ery of overproduction, he stated, has been 
with us from the beginning but so far ad- 
vertising has created consumer demand 
sufficient to keep ahead of production. He 
reported that production costs on the 
Italian lemon, the only competitor of the Cal 
ifornia product in the East, have increased 
to a greater extent durſag the war period 
than production costs in this State. It 
now costs the Italiam grower practically 

50 per box to lay lemons down in New 

ork, he declared, which makes the ship- 
ping in of the Italian product a more or 
less undertakiug. 

He prophesied a big influence on lemon 
consumption occasifned by prohibition. A 
great increase tm the useef soft drinks and 
beverages is to de expected. he declared, 
and the lemon is bound to be included in 
this increased demand. On the whole hir 
remarks were very optimistic for the fu- 
ture of the industry, although he sounded a 
caution regarding the necessity of good 
quality in order to insure profitable sales.

Barnes, assistant manager, in an able ad- 
dress on “The Relation Between the Tim- 
ber Situation and the Citrus Industry.” He 
stated that at the present time the citrus 
industry is using 180,000,000 feet of soft 
lumber for the manufacture of box shook. 
He traced the history of the increase in 
price of box shook from the 12 and 13-cent 
price of a few years ago to the present 
18 to 20-cent price, and declared that it 
represents a profound change which has 
eccurred in the lumber industry of the 
United States during the past ten or fil- 
teen years. During that time lumbermen 
in general have come to the realization that 
the great forests of this country are al- 
most exhausted. A recent survey of the 
southern pine made by the War Industries 
Board has indicated that within five years 
50 per cent. of this timber in the great for- 
ests of the South will be gone, within ten 


90 per cent. The southern pine has in the 
past constituted the one great source of 
cheap lumber for the manufacturers of the 
East. Realizing that the end of the supply 
is now in sight, these people~have turned 
te the great Northwest with the result that 
lumber prices are on the increase. The 
Great Lakes States, which in the past have 
deen noted as lumber producing States, 
have this last year paid, & freight bill of 
. §6,000,000 on soft lumber from the Pacific 
Northwest, declared Mr. Barnes, citing this 
instance as an indication of the great 
change in the movement of lumber in this 
country. 

“The price of box shook in California is 
bound to remain high and will probably go 
even higher, until the great forests of the 
South and East are rehabilitated.” Mr. 
Barnes declared. Every effort should be 
made by citrus growers, he said, to support 
the government policy of reforestation. The 
unfortunate thing, he declared, ia, that the 
forestry service controls but a small frac 
tion. of the timber supply of the country, 
fully four-fifths of the lumber at the pres- 
ent time coming from privately owned 


forests. He urged a standing committee of 


the club to aid in the work of reforest@tion

That the “still” show features of the 1919 
demonstration were appreciated by the visi- 
tors was evidenced by the number of per- 
sons always to be found in and around the 
tractor and tractor attachment exhibits in 
the implement tents. Not all of the imple- 
ment houses that exhibited at the show 
handle tractors, but those without tractor 
lines of their own had borrowed machines 
of various types for the oceasion and made 

a feature of complete tractor and tractor 
— outfits hitched up as for use in field or 
farm yard. 


In addition to these strictly “sti” exhib- 
its, each tent had its quota of machines in 
motion, feed cutters, silo fillers, threshers, 
balers, sprayers and irrigation outfits, most- 
ly operated by tractor belt power The 
“still” show idea was also exemplified in the 
many machines and implements cut away 
to show the working parts and methods of 
operation. 


The close co-operation of the tractor ex- 
hibitors and the farm tool.dealers in dis 
playing and demonstrating the agricultural 
machinery on exhibit was for the farmer 
visitors one of the most helpful features of 
the show. Under the plan of the combina- 
tion field and “still” show followed this year, 
the visitor to an implement tent had only 
to ask to see a certain tool in use in field 
work to have his wish gratified. 
TRACTORS IN BELT WORK. 


The F. P. Bosbyshell Company listed 
among its exhibits the products of a score 
of implement manufacturing concerns, its 
great tent being filled from center to cir- 
cumference. Six of the Heider tractors 
handled by this firm were in belt action in 
and just outside the big top, two more be- 
ing kept in the company’s field plot for 
specia] demonstrations.

We shall expect to find animals of dif- 
erent breeds varying; among cows we ex 
pect the Jerseys and Guernseys to supply 
relatively rich milk. We know that indi- 
viduals of the same herd, perhaps as close- 
ly related as daughter and dam, or full 
sisters, will furnish milk differing in fat 
content, as well as in the proportion of 
other solids. We are perhaps familiar 
with the fact that the same animal varies 
during the course of the lactation period 
and that on the same day samples of an 
entire milking will vary from a fraction of 
1 per cent. to 1 per cent. or even more in 
butter fat. And, lastly, we know that a 
marked variation is found in the compo- 
of milk taken at the beginning of 
the milking—the socalled fore milk—as 
compared with that taken at the end—the 
“strippings.” 

CONDITIONS AFFECTING FAT. 


We have most of us ceased to believe 
it possible to permanently change the fat 
content by feeding; that is, we do not try 
to “feed fat into the milk.” It is the fact, 
however, that certain conditions of which 
we have knowledge do affect the fat con- 
tent. For example, conditions tending to 
reduce the flow usually increase the fat 
percentage; the absolute quantity of fat 
will at the same time be reduced.

tractor was seen in regular farm opera- 

tions, and one All-Work turned in a perfect 

circle for hours without an operator. 
AVERY DEMONSTRATION. 

The Avery display and plot were in a 
rather out-of-the-way corner of the field, 
but W. W. Rainey, Southern California dis- 
tributor, and his aides demonstrated this 
machine to many visitors. In the big Avery 
tent were seen the 14-28 size running a feed 
grinder, and the 12-25 running a silage 
cutter, Just outside the 8-16, with a hay 
mower attached, drew crowds, while the 
big 40-80 and the 25-50 plowed, cultivated 
and other farm stunts. 

SM BUT POWERFUL 

Last year the smallest tractor on the 
demonstration was the Beeman tractor. 
But this year the Motors Dauipment and 
Tractors Company, Los Angeles, oxhibited 
a still smaller machine, the Merry Garden, 
one-horse tractor. This little machine pulls 
Planet, Jr., and other garden tools. It will 
do the work of one horse. The Beeman 
tractor, a more pretentious and more pow- 
erful machine, pulls its own special plow- 
ing, cultivating and seeding tools. It is a 
real “walking” tractor; that is, this tractor 
is operated by one man walking behind it. 
The Beeman turned over the sod to a

In the Bean tent was set up a working 
model of the tractor, and a corps of sales- 
men were on hand to explain the merits 
of the machine. Out in the field a couple 
of Beans worked in plowing and cultivat- 

Ralph Spaulding, Los Angeles dis 
tributor for the Bean, did not wait for an 
invitation to show its tractor in field work, 
but had one going most of the time of the 
demonstration. 

TRACK-LAYER ATTRACTS. 


Many were attracted to the work in the 
field of the Best track-layer. The seventy- 
five horse power machine pulled a twelve 
dise plow outfit, a larger subsoiler, ten 
fourteen-inch plows and other sets of tools 
at various times. The forty-five horse 
power size of this tractor was also shown 
in plowing and other work. 

THE MIGHTY CATERPILLAR. 


The Holt Caterpillar was as usual, a cem 
ter of interest. No tractor show woyld be 
complete without the great machine that 
furnished the inspiration for the battle 
“tanks” of the world war. Towering above 
other tractors, the Holt was here and there 
and everywhere. It was engaged in mak- 
ing roads in the demonstration field the 
first day or so and in levelling them off 
and making other improvements the follow- 
ing days. Pulling huge subsoilers, disc 
and moldboard plows and land levellers, 
the Heit was always in evidence. Three 
sizes of caterpillars, the big seventy-five, 
the forty-five and the twenty-five horse 
power machines were shown in almost 
every kind of farm work. 

CLETRAC IN “ORCHARD.” .... 

Smith Brothers, distributors of the Clet- 
rac tank type tractor, placed every facility 
at the disposal of visitors to learn about 
the work of this Machine. Not only was 
the Cletrac shown in ordinary field work, 
but a series of stakes were set up twenty 
feet apart to represent trees, and the Clet- 
rac cultivated the ground about these. A 
number of Cletracs were used by farm 
machine and implement exhibitors in va- 
rious parts of the grounds as a source of 
belt and drawbar power. In the big Smith 
Brothers’ tent a number of striking ex- 
hibits were set up. Two stalls were built. 
In one was a horse; in the other a Cletrac. 
The horse was laways munching hay or 
grain. A placard called attention to the 
fact that the tractor was not “eating” while 
dle. The Cletrac pulled three twelve-inch 
plows much of the time. 

THE WALKING TRACTOR. 

Ruddle & Menillo, Los Angeles, again 
staged a good demonstration of the Fageol 
“walking” tractor, so-called because of its 
long lugs, undaunted by any soil condl- 
tions. The Fageol “walked” right along 
with two fourteen-inch plows or three 
twelve-inch plows. Hitched to a _ three- 
plow McKay disc plow, it threw the heavy 
clods in every direction. A list of Fageol 
owners in Southern California was promi- 
nently displayed in the exhibition tent. 

“HENRYS” IN ACTION. 

Having drawn No. 1, or choice of loca- 
tion, the William L. Hughson forces were 
located in a prominent position at the en- 
trance to the field for the display of the 
Fordson. The exhibit and demonstrations 
were elaborate and notable. Fordsons 
were everywhere, in and out of the Hugh- 
son tent, hitched to all sorts of farm ma- 
chines and special Fordson farm machines. 
They were grinding feed, pumping water, 
spraying imaginary trees, scraping, level- 
ing, plowing, cultivating, seeding, etc. In 
the tent a cutaway model was running, the 
power being furnished by another Fordson 
, adjoining. The Hughson Company had a 
large staff of sales and service men under 
Manager Nerney to take care of the crowds. 

A STURDY MACHINE. 


One of the big implement firms showing 
a tractor was the E. P. Bosbyshell Com- 
pany, Los Angeles, which demonstrated the 
Heider, a tractor known wherever farm 
crops are raised. The half-dozen Heiders 
used in field work plowed, prepared e seed 
bed, ran feed grinders, silage cutters and 
hay balers in the implement section and 
otherwise showed versatility in farm work. 
The Heider made little ado about pulling 
three fourteen-inch plows and, at another 
time, a three-plow disc outfit went through 
the heavy soil behind a Heider with ease. 
The Bosbyshell lines of disc harrows were 
also demonstrated with the tractor. The 
“still” exhibit of this company was nota- 
ble, showing the 12-20 Heider parts, vari- 


i ous equipment and photographs of the ma- 


chine on the farm in many kinds of work. 
THE I. H. C. TRACTOR. 
Besides having a complete exhibit in the 
implement section, the International Har- 
vester Company exhibited in the demon- 
stration field its tractors, the International 
and Titan. The kerosene-burning Interna- 
tional 8-16 walked right along with three

The main frame of disc harrows should 
be examined to see that all bolts are tight 
and the gang bearings and frame braving 
are attached rigidly. The gang bearings 
should. be washed out with coal oil to re 
move grease and dirt and should be wiped 
dry. Worn parts should be renewed. Un- 
less these bearings are dust tight, they 
show wear quicker than any other part. 
See that oil pipes are cleaned out and that 
oil gets down into the bearings.

CARE OF MOWERS. 


The life of all mowing, reaping and bind- 
ing machines can be prolonged and greater 
efficiency secured if proper care is taken 
of them. The right time for overhauling 
these machines is during their period of 
inactivity and before the rush of spring 
work. If tne job is put off too long, the 
troubles encountered in operation will be 
forgotten and the same difficulty met with 
again the next season. ä 

At the end of the seasons work with any 
machine, it is a good plan to make out a 
schedule of needed repairs and adjustments 
for that particular machine and file it in a 
convenient place until the opportunity 
arises for doing the work. The machines 
should be housed properly and not left in a 
fence corner where the wooden parts may 
rot and the metal parts rust. A little rust 
will cause more damage than a whole sea- 
son's use. 

When putting away. see that the knife 
bar is left ciean and wiped with a greasy 
rag and stored in a dry place. Also place 
a block of wood or other support under the

If the teeth are worn 
should be renewed, and any bent or 
aged teeth replaced All teeth should be 
tight. All bearings should be thoroughly 
cleaned and oled. If the shaft is scored 
the rough corrugations should be smoothed 
down with a fine file. If it is necessary to 
replace many of the teeth, the cylinder 
should be taken out of the machine and 
balanced. This is to insure 
emooth and quiet running and to prevent 
uneven wear on the bearings. To balance 
the cylinder a pair of strong, rigid saw- 
horses should be used and a piece of 
smooth steel fastened edgewise, by means 
of blocks, to the top of each horse. This 
piece of steel should be at least twelve 
Inches long to allow the cylinder to roll. 
Set the sawhorses far enough apart and 
parallel to each other, so that the cylinder 
will swing between them with the ends of 
the shaft resting on the steel plates. Be. 
fore placing the cylinder the horses should 
be leveled both ways until the tops of the 
piates are exactly level, then place the cy. 
Inder and allow itt to turn unt: it comes to 
rest. Make a mark on the topmost tooth 
and roll the cylinder over and again allow 
ft to come to rest. Note the position of the 
marked tooth. If it is the same as before, 
tt will indicate that the o ite side is 
heavy. To counter-balance either put 
new teeth in on the light side until the cyl- 
tinder is balanced, or if new teeth are unnec. 
essary, balance by driving wedges under 
the bands, preferably under the center 
band. To be in perfect balance the cylin- 
der should come to rest at any point. 

Concave teeth should be inspected as 
well as cylinder teeth. An those badly 
worn or damaged should be replaced. Loose 
teeth should be driven firmly in place and 
tightened. 

Inspect the grates and see that the bolts 
holding the sections together are tight, 
that the spacers are all in place and the 
hars straight. Bent bars should be 
straightened. 

A careful inspection of the feeder should 
be made, as good threshing cannot be done 
if this part of the machine is not working 
well. Too heavy feeding causes the grain 
to be carried over and too light feeding is 
unprofitable because it does not get the 
maximum output from the machine. 

If the machine is equipped with a chain 
rake or raddie see that the bearings are in 
good shape and that the slats and chains 
are in good condition. Any broken or dam- 
aged slats should be replaced with new 
ones.

They feel that the time 
is at hand when there will be no more dis- 
putes between counties over water rights, 
and when the lowering of the water table 
will be definitely checked.

CHANGE THE OIL, IN 
CRANK CASE OFTEN. 


Probably the most vital item in the care 
of tractors or other motor machines is the 
necessity for using clean oil at all times. 
Oil should be kept scrupulously clean and 
changed often. The particles of metal con- 
stantly thrown off in operation by the wear- 
ing parts act as emery to produce further 
wear when mixed with oil.

Mr. Hodgson pruned a couple of bearing 
navel and Valencia trees, answering many 
questions as he proceeded. He condemned 
sucker wood not so much for its poor bear- 
ing qualities as for its physical weakness 
and undesirable nature for building up the 
tree.

“A citrus tree can be starved 
to death more quickly by severe pruning 
than by withholding fertilizers,” declared 
Mr. Hodgson.

The earliest China is believed to 
have extended little beyond the present 
provinces of Shansi, Shensi and Kan-suh. 
Not until B. C. 250 did the whole of the 
present China come under one government. 
With the exception of the 400 years of an- 
archy, when there sprang up a great many 
small kingdoms, and the fifty years of Five 
Little Dynasties,” the country has been 
ruled by but ten dynasties in the 4117 years 
from B. C. 2205 to A. D. 1912. The longest 
of these was the Chou dynasty, which 
lasted 873 years and included the reign of 
thirty-nine sovereigns. 

It cannot be exactly stated just where 
myth and tradition end and real history 
begins, but Chinese chronology is given as 
follows: 

The Age of the Five Rulers, B. C. 2852- 
2205, 647 years; the Hia dynasty, B. C. 2205- 
1766, 439 years; the Shang or Yin dynasty, 
B. C. 1766-1122, 641 years; the Chou dymas- 
ty, B. C. 1122-249, 873 years; the Tsin dy- 
nasty, B. C. 249-210, 39 years; the Han dy- 
nasty, B. C. 210-A. D. 220, 430 years; the 
Four Centuries of Anarchy, A. D. 220-618; 
the T’ang dynasty, A. D. 618-906, 287 years; 
the Five Little dynasties, A. D. 907-960, 53 
years; the Sung dynasty, A. D. 960-1279, 319 
years; the Yuan or Mongol dynasty, A. D. 
1260-1368, 108 years; the Ming dyaasty, A 
D. 1368-1644, 276 years; the Manchu or 
Tsing dynasty, A. D. 1644-1912, 268 years. 

Out of thirty-five dynasties kuown in 
China only two, the Han and the Ming, are 
considered of purely native origin; yet 
even during the dynasties of the Mongols 
and of the Manchus, who subjugated China, 
her identity and that of her people re 
mained intact, Tibetans, Manchus, Tartars, 
Japanese, Shans, etc., were swalloged up 
and absorbed as a robin absorbs earth- 
worms.

He left a single descendant, a grandson, 
through whom the succestion has been 
transmitted to the present day. In A. D, 
1671 there were 1100 living males bearing 
his name. The Kungs of Shantung are per- 
haps the oldest nobility on earth. and the 
only hereditary nobility in China. 

It became more and more difficult to hold 
the contending states together, among 
which that of Tsin was conspicuous. Tsin- 
shih-hwang-ti, of this state, the “Napoleon 
of China,” was the country’s first real con- 
queror and great emperor, founder of the 
present China (B. C. 255-202.) He confeder- 
ated the states, formed them into an em- 
pire, and for the first time the Middle King- 


dom, usually known by the name of the 


ruling dynasty, was called China, * 
from Tsin. 

Also he built the great wall (B. C 215) 
from Liaotung Gulf along the northern fron- 
tier, “the most gigantic work of defense 
ever erected by man.” A writer remarks, 
“it occurred to him that it would be less 
worry and expense to employ his army to 
erect a wall than to decimate it by meet- 
ing the Hun on the field.” The wall was 
part of a general plan for connecting the 
empire with geod roads and so making a 
defense more practical than it had hitherto 
been. There were many other great engi 
neering undertakings—leveling hills, piere- 
ing mountains, bridging rivers, by which 
the conquests of Tsin-shih-hwang were 
made secure. 

Just before the beginning of the Chris 
tian era, in the Han dynasty, which was 
contemporary with the greatest power of 
Rome, there was a remarkable expansion 
of the empire westward. The Huns had 
grown more powerful and still carried on 


grandson, Kublai Khan, established the 
Yuen or Mongol dynasty in China, with the 
seat of government at Peking. It is said 
more than one hundred thousand Chinese 
and Mongols lost their lives in the last 
heroic defense. 

Kublai Khan now reigned over all Asia 
except India and Japan, the greatest area 
under one government in the world's his- 
tory. He lived like Solomon and called to 
his court men of letters from all countries, 
including the Venetian merchant, Marco 
Polo, who wrote such a wonderful account 
of his twenty years’ experience in this prac 
tically unknown land thc: it was not ac 
cepted as fact. The Mongols “completed 
one great work for China, the grand canal, 
700 miles long. 

Probably no nation in Europe up to this 
period was as highly civilized as China. 
The savage Mongols, losing their language 
and most of their customs, absorbed the 
superior culture of the Chinese, even as 
the Mongols themselves were more or less 
absorbed by them, and after Kublai Khan 
their power waned together with their sepa- 
rate identity. 

This was the first conquest of China by 
foreigners; and a century later she 
emerged as completely herself as the moon 
emerges from a total eclipse. A Buddhist 
priest turned bandit, headed organized 
guerrilla bands to worry the Mongol gov 
ernment. Apparently not realizing the im-
